The serious condition confronting

Htwith exorbitant freight rates, has be- 
come such as to bring the attention 
of the banking frate srnity to the prob- 
lem. 


In an interview by long distance 
telephone on Monday of this week, 
| Mayor Patterson, of Grande Prairie, 
stated to the Record that the banks 
are taking up the matter of freight 
rates as applied to that district very 
seriously. And not-before it is time, 
if the information given by Mr. Pat- 
terson is correct. He states that on- 
ly.on Monday morning -another for- 
merly prosperous .farmer of: the 
Grande Prairie district abandoned his 
homestead and his stock, which  in- 
cluded 146 head of cattle, worthless 
because of the enormous cost of ship- 
ping them out to market or to feed. 

It is instances such as this, where 
stock. and equipment has been listed 
assets in the securing of loans from 
banks, that is jeopardizing the jnter- 
ests of the money interests, and mak- 
ing .the continuation of business too 
unstable. Already branches of banks 
have been closed in several parts of 
the district; and it only to be expected 
that others will follow suit unless re- 
lief is provided, and at once.’ Bank 
branches which carried large farm 
credits in ‘such formerly prosperous 
settlements as Donnelly, Bluesky, Ber- 
wyn and Spirit River have found farm 
stock values so depreciated that they 
can no longer carry on with with any 
degree of safety, and if farmers are-to

Britain Recapturing Trade 


WIIl Soon Regaln Pre-War Business 
With Foreign Countries 

Trade’s diversities were suggested 
by two of Canada’s trade commis- 
sioners who met:from widely differ- 
ent flelds in Winnipeg. Dr. J. W. 
Ross, Canada “ambassador” of trade 
to China, was at the Royal Alexandra 
Hotel on his way back to his post at 
Shanghai, which he describes as the 
commercial metropolis of China, and 
Major G. B. Johnson, Canada’s trade 
commissioner to Scotland, accidental- 
ly met him while on his way west, 
inquiring into industrial affairs in this 
country before returning to his post 
at Glasgow. 

Dr. Ross thinks it somewhat of a 
pity that Canada is not more en- 
lightehéd in its appreciation. of the 
tremendous commercial dévelopment 
which {s transforming China into a 
highly productive and of a quickly 
changing nation capable of tremen-, 
dous absorption of. foreign imports. 
Major Johnson sees a slow, but sure, 
return being made by Great Britain 
to its former supremacy, if not to its 
former volume of trade in the. many 
foreign, fields it has had to recapture 
and rebuild since the great war. And 
as its internal adjustment of such 
vital matters as labor and unemploy- 
ment are being accomplished, the abil- 
ity to produce exports for foreign mar- 
kets yields the proceeds from which 
to meet the huge national liabilitics 
and to revive trade, thus promising a 
return, in time, to the demand for Can- 
adian products which prevatied under 
pre-war conditions. 


Canadian Fur Farming 


New Industry Making Rapid Progress 
According to Reports 

The total amount received by Cana 
dian fur farmers in 1921, from the sale 
of live fur-bearing animals and pelt 
was $1,498,106, cémpared with $1,161,- 
556, in 1920. To these totals silver 
foxes contributed 96 per cent. in 1921, 
and 97 per cent. in 1920. The num- 
ber of silver foxes sold was 2,920, val- 
ued at $843,976, a general average of 
$289. The number of silver fox pelts 
sold was 3,922, valued at $596,809, an 
average of $152 per pelt. 

The number of fur farms in Canada 
in 1921, was 821, according to a state- 
ment of the-Bureau of Statistics. They 
comprise 775 fox farms, 12 mink, 10 
raccoon, 3. marten, 3 beaver, 3 muskrat 
and 4 karakul sheep farms. The total 
increase over 1920 in the number of 
farms was 225. By provinces the fur 
farms were located as follows: Prince 
Edward Island, 376; Nova Scotia, 108; 
New Brunswick, 64; Quebec, 109; On- 
tario; 94; Prairie Provinces, 25; Brit- 
ish Columbia and Yukon, 37.
